Dear Mr. Augustus, 

I am writing to inform you that I am resigning from the City of Worcester Citizen 
Advisory Council and from my position as its Vice-Chair, effective immediately. 

Numerous actions taken by bodies of city government, including but not limited to 
the manner in which City Council has ultimately decided to select you as our 
permanent City Manager, have led me to this decision. 

I have recently found myself at the conclusion that the so-called processes by 
which some very important decisions in city government have been handled have 
been so undemocratic, non-transparent, and unprofessional that they no longer 
represent a city government that I am comfortable serving as a member of, even in 
my very small role. 

Furthermore, I have always seen the most important function of my role with the 
Citizen Advisory Council to be the responsibility to go out and enthusiastically 
recruit other citizens to apply to volunteer their services to our city government. In 
light of the handling of the matter I mentioned as well as some other issues more 
specific to how the selection process has been handled once it leaves CAC, I feel 
that I have lost confidence in some important aspects of city government to the 
point that I am unable to continue to do this part of my job effectively and in good 
faith. 

I want to be as clear as possible that this decision is in no way an indication of my 
opinion of your ability to manage the city effectively, or of my opinion of you 
personally. I think you have been, and will continue to be, an excellent City 
Manager. Under different circumstances, I would have very much enjoyed 
continuing to serve my role in your administration. 



I have genuinely loved my time as a member of the CAC and this decision was 
incredibly difficult and anguishing to make. My decision is final, but if you should 
feel that further input or debriefing as to what else specifically has prompted my 
decision would be useful to you, I would be glad to share that with you privately. In 
either case, I appreciate having been given the opportunity to serve over the past 
four years. I look forward to continuing to work with you in my professional role, 
and in whatever roles makes sense as a citizen now outside of city government.
